“Everything (power) is back 
on this morning with the ex- 
ception of isolated cases where 
trees still may be across service 
lines leading into homes,” Carl 
E. Mathias, Illinois Power 
service area manager, said at 
9:15 a.m. today 

He estimated that between 30 
to 40 dwellings still may be 
without power from the effects 
of the early morning storm. 
Reports of the night's work- 
load, as far as Mlinois Power is 
concerned, were not yet com: 
piled this morning. 

Due to the current strike of 
the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers against 
Illinois Power, the company’s 
supervisory personnel worked 
all night to repair damaged 
equipment and restore service 
to homes and businesses. 

The initial storm struck the 
area about 5 p.m. Sunday and 
the second swept through the 
region shortly after 4 a.m. 
Monday 

At5:35 p.m. Sunday, a bolt of 
lightning struck the corner of 
the Tri-City Park Tabernacle 
Church, Clark Avenue and 
Maryville Road, creating a hole 
in the roof and shorting out 
electrical fixtures. 

Granite City firemen were at 
the scene about 40 minutes 
Damage was estimated in 
excess of $2,000 

At 4:15 a.m. today, siding 
near a meter at the rear of the 
Robert Bates residence, 2332 
Lincoln Ave., ignited as a result 
of a fallen limb which knocked 
out power lines. Firemen were 
summoned to the home and 
remained there about 45 
minutes. No estimate of 
damage was given. 

Among numerous instances of 
downed power lines were those 
in an alley at the rear of the 2100 
block of Lee Avenue, noted at 6 
p.m. Sunday 

Lightning struck a tran- 
sformer at the International 
House of Pancakes, Nameoki 
and Pontoon roads. Lights were 
functioning, but other power 
sources were knocked out 

Power to the restaurant was 
restored about midnight, 
Mathias said, noting the staff 
had closed the facility and left 
prior to that time 

A brief power outage, lasting 
less than five minutes, occurred 
at the Press-Record building a 
few minutes after 5 p.m.

day, causing computerized

No generators were struck by 
lightning, Mathias reported.

Many residents experienced 
loss of power in their homes for 
varying time periods, generally 
lasting only a few seconds, as 
power was switched over to 
alternate sources, bypassing 
overloaded or damaged 
equipment. 

‘Thousands of residences in St. 
Louis County communities 
remain without power this 
morning.

Arnold Rutherford reported 
that his department was called 
out three times Sunday due to 
the storm. 

Two calls at 9:21 p.m. and 
5:32 p.m., were in the Pontoon 
Beach area to stand guard while 
waiting for the power company, 
after power lines had fallen. 

The firemen were called to 
1606 Sycamore Ave., at 9:01 
p.m. A limb had knocked down 
a power line there.

At Pontoon Beach at about 9 
p.m., a large bolt of lightning

railroad crossings under study. 
These delays could easily be a 
matter of life or death. 

In 1974, Granite City initiated 
a study to eliminate a tran- 
sportation problem that had 
been facing its citizens. 

This study was to determine 
which of these crossings would 
be most beneficial to grade 
separation — Niedringhaus, 
19th or 20th. A corridor 
evaluation was made for each of 
these alternate locations, and 
the findings were presented tc 
the public at information 
meetings on March 10, 1975, and 
April 29, 1975. 

Public opinion definitely 
favored the 19th Street corridor 

From an engineering and 
environmental standpoint, this 
same corridor is also the most 
desirable. Each of the alternate 
crossings has gates, signals and 
alarm bells. 

Each is recognized to be on a 
major street system that serves 
the local community, and any 
selected route will tend to serve 
a function of a business route 
into the Downtown Granite City 
area 

According to a recent survey 
i the use and speed of trains at 
various crossings throughout 
the city, the three crossings in 
this study Niedringhaus 
Avenue, 19th Street and 20th 
Street — have the highest ex 
posure factor (a measure of 
interference) in the city 

During a 24-hour period, one, 
two or all three of these streets 
are blocked from five to 15 per 
cent of the time. 

Most of the closure time 
occurs during the morning and 
evening rush periods. During 
rush hours there is a 50 per cent 
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chance of delay at these 


crossings. 

Presently, traffic is com 
plicated by the fact that the 
Granite City bypass (FAP 
Route 151) is only partially 
complete and has its southern 
terminus at Niedringhaus 
Avenue, thereby causing some 
additional traffic on each of 
these three streets. 

Traffic forecasts for the year 
1995 require two 12-foot lanes of 
traffic in each direction, 
regardless of which street is 
grade separated 

A four-foot median will be 
provided to separate opposing 
traffic, and a sidewalk will be 
provided on one side of the 
bridge. 

A minimum of 80 feet of right- 
of-way will be required for the 
project 

Each alternate improvement 
is essentially along existing 
streets, and only minor right-of. 
way acquisitions will be 
required 

All alternates on the project 
are generally within industrial 
or commercial surroundings, 
and no impact on the social and 
economic environment is ex 
pected 

‘A do-nothing alternative 
would mean that grade crossing 
would continue to exist, and the 
problem pointed out earlier 
would only get worse as traffic 
increases 

A grade separation structure 
at 19th Street would be ap. 
proximately 975 feet long and 
cost $5,088,000 

The approaches to the bride 
would be confined between 
retaining walls with a 
maximum grade of five per 
cent 

It would be necessary to close 
Adams Street at its intersection 
with 19th Street and modify the 


intersection of Benton with 19th 
Street. 

Since the existing right-of- 
way for 19th Street is only 60 
feet, an additional 20-foot strip 
would have to be 

This strip would be taken on 
the south side of 19th Street east 
of the tracks and on the north 
side of 19th west of the tracks. 

The reverse curve would be 
placed in the approach section 
as much as possible. 

There would be no houses or 
@usinesses taken. East of the 
tracks, frontage would be 
taken from two businesses — 
the Prairie Farms Dairy at 
the corner of 19th and Benton, 
and the Lybarger Materials. 

Access to the Sidner Supply 
Co. property would be 
relocated from 19th to Adams 
Street. 

West of the railroad, 
frontage would be required 
from vacant property owned 
by Archer-Daniels-Midland. 
Access to this property will be 
restricted to 20th St., which 
has 600 lineal feet of frontage. 

Power lines and a water main 
will have to be relocated along 
19th Street for a portion of the 
route 

Care in location of bridge 
piers will be required to crass 
the gas transmission line on the 
east side of the railroad. Utility 
relocations will not cause 
disruption of service 

Based upon the air quality 
anaylsis along this route, the 
19th- route will have the least 
effect on air quality, and the 
grade separation would show an 
improvement in the air quality 

The ting ambient noise 
level of 75 to 80 decibels will not 
be affected by the im- 
provement 

In fact, with the im- 
provement, the noise level due 
to traffic will be lower.

‘A review by the state historic 
preservation office of the 
structures along this route 
indicates that the project will 
not affect historic architectural 
buildings in the area. 

Only negligible differences 
are discernible in relation to 
noise pollution, air quality, 
utility relocations, service and 
overall costs. 

The economic impact of 
acquiring and relocating 
businesses and homes, and the 
adverse effect on historic 
structures on the alternatives, 
land credence to the conclusion 
that neither Niedringhaus 
Avenue nor 20th Street should 
be_used. 

Based on analysis of the 
factors and on the input from 
the public informational 
meetings, it is concluded that 
the most desirable, least 
disruptive and most economical 
alternate is to build a grade 
separation structure at 19th 
Street 

It is also concluded that the 
project is not likely to 
precipitate significant changes 
in land use or development 
patterns and, consequently, is 
not considered to be-a major 
federal action. 

In the 19th Street overpass 
design, the proposed treatment 
which extends from Benton 
Street on the southeast to the 
junction of 19th and 20th Streets 
with Rock Road on the nor- 
thwest would utilize a 30-miles- 
per-hour design speed, provide 
two 2@ft. traffic areas with a 
four-foot median width, and a 
sidewalk on the north side of the 
roadway. 

It would also require shifting 
of the centerline ffen feet to the 
southwest of the existing cen- 
terline near Benton Street. 

Then, as one proceeds in the 
northwesterly direction, there 
is a small deflection to the right 
with a curve, and at another 
point there is another small 
deflection to the left with the 
same degree of curvature 

‘This procedure will then have 
the centerline ten feet northeast 
of the existing centerline. The 
shifting of the centerline 
produces minimal right-of-way 
acquisition and does not present 
any deficiency in design 

One access is required to 
provide access to Lybarger 
Material Ca. There presently is 
access through the Prairie 
Farms Dairy property — the 
dairy’s truck loading dock 
connects directly with a 
roadway within Lybarger 
property. 

Also, one entrance onto 19th 
will have to be relocated to 20th 
Street for truck access to the 
ADM property just west and 
south of railroads and 19th, 
respectively 

‘ADM property has almost a 
600-ft. frontage on 20th and an 
entrance here would actually 
improve operation movements 
for ADM. 

The project will require the 
acquisition of an estimated 
34,000 square feet of right of 
way from three businesses.

Energy Conservation Program. 

The program is designed to 
lessen the impact of the high 
cost of energy to the elderly, 
poor and near poor.

‘A. The elderly have priority 
and they should contact the 
closest area agency or com- 
munity action center. The 
money is available for past 
heavy utility bills. Applications

Q. What information do I need 
to prove I am elegible? 

A. People need to prove that 
their shelter costs last winter 
were in excess of 40 per cent if 
they are homeowners or 35 per 
cent if they are renters. Can 
celled checks or receipts can be 
used as proof. 

Also, the level of their income 
must be below the specified 
amounts according to family 
size. 

For example, a family unit of 
two people should show a non- 
farm income below $4,913, or a

‘A family unit of three should 
show a non-farm income below 
$8,113 or a farm income below 
$5,213.

$18 million 


contract 


for new river bridge 


The Illinois Department of 
Transportation has awarded an 
$18 million contract for the 
substructure of the new Jef- 
ferson Barracks Bridge over 
the Mississippi River. 

The contract was awarded to 
Fruin-Colnon Corporation and 
Granite Construction Company 
of St. Louis. They submitted the 
low bid of $18,459,999. 

A preconstruction conference 
between the contractors and the 
department’s East St Louis 
district office will be held the 
first part of August and work on 
the bridge will begin this fall, a 
state spokesman said 

The bridge is the first work on 
an Interstate 270 extension 


which, when completed, will 
bypass East St. Louis on the 
south and east sides. 

The contract calls for all of 
the westbound substructure and 
for 70 per cent of the eastbound 
substructure 

It is the department’s plan to 
complete the westbound 
structure first so that it can be 
utilized for two-way traffic, and 
then to remove the existing 
bridge and complete the 
eastbound structure. 

Additional contracts for work 
on the bridge and the highway 
will be awarded throughout the 
July 1977-June 1978 fiscal year. 

The estimated total cost of the 
new bridge is $52 million.

“Our world has become 
one of words, not spoken, 
but written down symbols 
for our interpretation,” she 
said: Signs such as “Come 
In,” “Wait Here,’ “En- 
trance, “Please Form a 
Line,” “Exit,” and “‘Wel- 
come” give information to 
help people’s lives progress 
in an orderly fashion, Mrs. 
Curless said. The young 
woman often wonders 
where people would be if 
they could not interpret 
the symbols. 

In expressing the impor- 
tance of being able to read 
and comprehend what one 
has read, Mrs. Curless said, 


“From hundreds of years 
ago, people talk to me, tell- 
ing me about their place 
and their time, about how 
life was in their world, and 
sometimes telling me how 
to go about in mine. They 
reassure me that, ages 


apart, the world and its 
people are not so very dif- 
ferent; that life goes on 
through their trials and 
through mine,” she said. 

Mrs. Curless said there 
are so many things she 
does not know, and there is 
not enough time in her life- 
time to learn it all. “But I 
don't have to if I can read. 
For every question I have 
so far devised, someone 
somewhere knows the an- 
swer and has written it 
down for me,” she said. 

“From experts in every 
field of endeavor, I can get 
the best advice they have 
to offer because I can 
read,” Mrs. Curless added. 

The attractive young 
mother said there are 
people—among them, edu- 
caters—who feel that the 
teaching of reading at the 
elementary school level is 
not as important as it once 
was. ‘‘Their reasons, or ex- 
cuses, are that we receive a 
vast amount of information 
verbally, via television and 
radio,"” Mrs. Curless said. 

She went on to say that 
when people reach the point 
where they rely on the 
media for their total infor- 
mation, they become 
controllable. 

Going to college now 
that her family is almost 
grown, is a most reward- 
ing experience for Mrs.

Bi-State Development 
Agency’s mass transit 
operations in the metropolitan 
St Louis area have received 
generally high marks from an 
outside consulting firm. 

It found that bus service is 
adequate and equitably 
distributed throughout the 
region, and that transit- 
dependent and minority areas 
are particularly well-served. 

The results of the com- 
prehensive “Existing Services 
Impact Study” were announced 
by Bi-State Chairman Paul 
Schuler and departing 
Executive Director Robert J. 
Baer. 

‘The consulting firm of Dalton, 
Dalton, Little & Newport 
(Cleveland, Ohio) noted that: 

1. Ridership is almost evenly 
divided between minority and 
non-minority passengers. 

2 Directness of seryice is 
equally good to both groups. 

3. Transit-dependent and 
minority areas are significantly 
better-served in terms of bus- 
route availability, and by 
service at times other than 
weekday rush hours. 

4. Bi-State will soon have the 
most modern bus fleet in the 
nation. 

The consultants cautioned, 
however, that the subsidy levels 
for the system are inadequate to 
indefinitely sustain current or 
expanded operating levels. 

‘They also pointed to certain 
operational deficiencies, in- 
cluding some infrequent service 
and overloaded vehicles, as 
matters requiring immediate 
attention. 

The $142,050 study, com- 
missioned last year and 80 per 
cent funded by the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration 
of the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, reviewed 17 
aspects of Bi-State’s transit 
operations, ranging from 
financial assistance to bus 
cleanliness, passenger fares 
and transfer frequency. 

As part of the study, 36,000 Bi- 
State passengers completed an 
on-bus survey last October. The 
survey solicited their comments 
and was administered by the 
Urban Behavioral Research 
Associates of St. Louis, a 
subcontractor on the project. 

Dalton, Dalton, Little & 
Newport noted in its report that 
the Existing Services Impact 
Study had been undertaken as a 
result of questions raised about 
the quantity and quality of Bi- 
State transit services provied to 
transit-dependent and minority 
populations of metropolitan St 
Louis. 

Transit dependents were 
defined as persons able to use 
conventional transit service and 
lacking access to an 
automobile. Minority groups 
were defined as blacks, 
American Indians, Asians ans 
Spanish-speaking population 


segments. 
“The non-permanent nature 


_ of sources for local capital and 


operating assistance places Bi- 
State in a very tentative 
position with respect to plan- 
ning,” the report stated. 

Although short-range ex- 
penditures appear to be covered 
by revenues from the half-cent 
Missouri transportation sales 
tax collected in St. Louis City - 
and County, the consultants 
continued, ‘‘There is no cer- 
tainty of continuing adequate 
levels of support.” 

Fiscal uncertainty similarly 
exists in Illinois where, as in 
Missouri, transit planning is 
based on assumptions of con- 
tinued funding at predicted 
levels. If these assumptions 
prove incorrect, DDL&N noted, 
“Bi-State will not only not be 
able to improve service in 
Illinois but most likely will be 
foreced to curtail existing 
service,”’ 

The study found “coverage” 
— amount of population within a 
quarter-mile of bus service — 
and duration of service 
(population served at other than 
peak times of the day or peak 
days of the week) to be both 
adequate and equitable 
throughout the region. 

“Bi-State provides extensive 
coverage, and the tran- 
sitdependent. and minority 
areas are significantly better- 
served in this regard than are 
other areas."’ 

Heaviest vehicle loadings 
oceur on such routes or in such 
locations because rider density 
is highest there.” 

The report concluded that, 
while there is no practical way 
to ‘completely avoid such 
crowding, steps should be taken 
to minimize differentials in 
vehicle loadings in different 
parts of the service area 

The consultants found 
deficiencies in Bi-State’s 
adherence to its own standards 
for bus speeds (average of 15 
miles per hour for local service; 
20-25 mph for express service 
operating on arterial roads; 35- 
40 mph for express service on 
freeways), and in conforming to 
existing | schedules and 
published timetables. 

In both instances, however, 
the consultants noted that Bi- 
State's performance conforms 
to general industry standards 
and that consideration should 
be given to modifying the 
agency's policies and ex- 
pectations. 

The study also addressed Bi- 
State’s waiting facilities and the 
average age of transit equip- 
ment, concluding that any 
current inadequacies will be 
corrected when programs now 
under way for installing new 
passenger shelters and pur- 
chasing new buses are com- 
pleted.

sultants noted that Bi-State 
adheres to an industrywide 
practice of selecting its newer 
vehicles for its longest, most 
operationally demanding 
assignments. 

‘The study reported that, while 
“figures seem to indicate that 
minority and transit-dependent 
lines are being, assigned 
vehicles of more recent vintage, 
it is important to recognize that 
runs on these lines generally 
operate for longer periods of 
time, whereas on routes such as 
many suburban expresses, 
there is need to provide extra 
service during the morning and 
evening rush hours‘ — shorter 
assignments to which older 
buses may be assigned. 

The report added that recent 
delivery of new bushes gives Bi- 
State one of the lowest age 
averages for buses in service of 
any system in the nation. 

The consultants found overall 
deficiencies in interior bus

rages exhibited the most 

frequent signs of vandalism, 
while those garaged in 


Belleville, Bi-State’s smallest 
station, were judged the best 
maintained. 

In general, transit-dependent 
and minority riders were found 
to enjoy better access than non- 
transit dependent and minority

Tips on avoiding Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever 


By MARY RICHARDS 
Illinois Department of 
Public Health 

Nearly 20 cases of Rocky 

Mountain Spotted Fever have 
occurred in- central and 
southern Illinois this summer. 
During all of 1976, just seven 
cases of this disease were 
reported in the state, and 14 
cases occurred in each of the 
three previous years (1973, '74 
and '75). 
Fever is a severe disease 
transmitted to humans by a tick 
which has bitten an infected wilf 
animal, such as a jack rabbit, 
snowshoe rabbit, meadow 
mouse, pack-rat or squirrel. 

Symptoms, which usually 
develop three to 10 days after 
the bite of an infected tick, 
include fever, muscle ache and 
nausea. 

Patients usually develop a 
rash on their hands, feet, arms 
and legs about three days after 
the symptoms begin. Prompt 
medical attention is essential, 
and it is important that the 
patient tell the physician about 
any recent tick bites. 

As with all health problems, 
prevention is the best idea. The 
surest prevention, of course, is 
to stay away from places that 
might be infested with ticks. 

But, for those who’ plan to 
spend time this summer 
camping or hiking in the woods, 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health has some tips on 
how to lessen the risk of con- 
tracting Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever. 

If you are in an area that 
might be tick-infested, wear 
tight clothing with long sleeves 
and trousers. Wear high boots, 
leggings or socks — and wear 
them outside your trouser legs. 

Another precaution is the 
liberal use of tick repellents. 
‘Any of the commonly available 
insect repellents which contain 
either diethylotluamide or 
dimethylphthalate are effective 
against ticks. 

You may not be able to 
pronounce these chemicals but 
you will probably recognize 
them if you read the label. 
Remember that repellents 


should be used in addition to — 


not instead of protective 
clothing 

Check your body and clothing 
several times each day for the 
presence of ticks. Children 
should be examined every three 
to four hours, especially around 
the scalp and back of the neck. 

‘Ticks seldom attach at once, 
and rarely transfer infection 
until they have fed for several 
hours.

— contributed to earnings for a 
full quarter for the first time. 

An additional factor was & 
sharp drop in the loss. ex- 
perienced at the firm’s 
Milwaukee newspaper group, 
the spokesman said. The second 
quarter loss was less than half 
that of last year’s comparable 
period, 

‘The firm's newspaper group 
in suburban Boston, which was 
losing money a year ago, is now 
solidly in the black, the com- 
pany said.

After handling a tick, wash 
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your hands thoroughly with 
‘Soap and water. The wound itself 
should be cleansed . with. 
abundant amounts of soap and 
water. Any of the common skin 
antiseptic solutions should then 
be applied to the tick wound. 
Treat all tick bites this way, 
as there is no way to distinguish 
the bite of an infected tick from 
the bite of a non-infected one.

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Time for county government-to update bidding procedures 


Daniel Partney of the Madison County 
Board is performing a public service for 
the entire county as well as his district in 
discussing purchasing and _ bidding 
practices. His earlier economy efforts were 
front-page news here in past years, and he 
has been active this summer in urging 
expanded efforts to reduce unit costs of 
county acquisitions. 


The whole subject is complex for a* 


number of reasons, including the way the 
county government, is structured 
Considerable jurisdiction is vested in the 
29-member legislative board, but there 
also are many directly-elected officials 
with extensive authority and responsibility 
in specific departments. 

Price and quality considerations vary 
according to the type of supplies or 
equipment, and the cheapest item is 
sometimes but not always the best buy 

Paint costs, for example, can be 
deceptive. Is it better to pay painters to 
apply long-lasting paint, or to have to hire 
them more often due to selection of a 
lower-quality product? 

Specific cost-cutting proposals are hard 
for the public to judge without detailed 


information, and there obviously are going 
to be differences of opinion among county 
officials and employes over such factors as 
the relationship between auto tire prices 
and safety. Nevertheless, it is healthy for 
such topics to be spotlighted 

Increased emphasis needs to be placed 
on competition — not blindly, but with 
due regard for both economy and the 
needed level of quality and durability. 

As noted, the issue is complex. Through 
trial and error-over a period of years, the 
Granite City School District has developed 
procedures that work well and deserve 
study by Madison County officials. Where 
deviation from low bid figures is 
recommended to the District Nine 
governing body by administrators, the 
rationale is fully explained in writing in 
advance of final approval. 

Rather than letting disagreement and 
misunderstanding continue indefinitely, 
the county government would be well 
advised to devise and implement more 
detailed bidding, buying and notification 
policies, flexible enough to fit varying 
circumstances and fair enough that all

Economics partly offset negative attitudes toward prisons 


The scene is familiar to fans of oldtime 
movies: Escape convicts led by actor 
Humphrey Bogart invade a,residence 
Frederick March, the head ofthe family, 
eventually outwits the brutal felons but not 
before there have been agonizing hours of 
danger and terror 

Such scenes dramatize citizens’ fear of 
living close to prison sites, Nevertheless, 
the economic impact of a major medium 
security penitentiary has prompted 19 
areas of Illinois, including Madison 
County, to seek one of two such facilities 
proposed to help cope with the growing 
number of inmates. 

Figures cited at last week's County 
Board session $25 million in 
construction spending, an annual prison 
operating budget of $8 or $9 million, and 
permanent jobs for 350 to 400 persons 

The local county’s idea of a good prison 
location is the county-owned former Nike 
missile base near Marine. In addition to

being endorsed by the County Board, it has 
been proposed to aides of the governor by 
State Representative Joe E. Lucco 

The alternative is being submitted partly 
because of the potential economic aspect 
and also to further assure that the state 
does not convert the Alton state hospital 
into a prison. Hospital employes and 
nearby residents opposed the proposed 
conversion, which was dropped 

A possible negative factor in Marine 
Township is a long-term agreement under 
which the village will utilize water from the 
well at the missile base. 

Additional confinement facilities are 
essential in Illinois as a result of a tougher 
statewide attitude toward frequent and 
serious law violators. 

While most people wouldn't want to live 
next door to a prison, it does make sense in 
some ways to locate them relatively near 
major population centers.

Comments in the new yearly 
audit by R. C. Scheffel & 
Company, certified public 
accounts, to the chairman and 
members of the Madison 
County Board: 

We have examined the 
financial statements of the 
funds and the groups of ac- 
counts of Madison County, Il., 
for the year ended Nov. 30, 1976, 
and have issued our report 

As a part of our examination, 
we reviewed and tested the 
county’s system of internal 
accounting control to the extent 
we considered necessary to 
evaluate the system as required 
by generally accepted auditing 
standards. 

Under these standards, the 
purpose of such evaluation is to 
establish a basis for reliance 
thereon in determining the 
nature, timing and extent of 
other auditing procedures 
necessary for expressing an 
opinion on the financial 
statements. 

The objective of internal 
accounting control is to provide 
reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance as to the safeguar- 
ding of assets against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, 
and the reliability of financial 
records for preparing financial 
statements and maintaining 
accountability for assets. 

The concept of reasonable 
assurance recognizes that the 
cost of a system of internal 
accounting control should not 
exceed the benefits derived, ano 
also recognizes that the 
evaluation of these factors 


necessarily requires estimates 
and judgments by 
management. 

There are _inherent 
limitations that should be 
recognized in considering the 
potential effectiveness of any 
system of internal accounting 
control. In the performance of 
most control procedures, errors 
can result from misun- 
derstanding of instructions, 
mistakes of judgment, 
carelessness or other personal 


factors. 

Control procedures whose 
effectivess depends on 
segregation of duties can be 
circumvented by collusion 
Similarly, control procedures 
can be circumvented in- 
tentionally by management 
with respect either to the 
execution or recording of 
transactions. 

Further, projection of any 
evaluation of ‘internal ac- 
counting control to future 
periods is subject to the risk 
that the procedures may 
become inadequate because of 
changes in conditions, and that 
the degree of compliance with 
the procedures may 
deteriorate 

Our study and evaluation of 
the county's system of internal 
accounting control for the year 
ended Nov. 30, 1976, was not 
designed for the purpose of 
expressing an opinion on in- 
ternal accounting control and 
would not necessarily disclose 
all weaknesses in the system. 

However, such study and 
evaluation disclosed the 


following conditions that we 
believe to be material 
weaknesses.<The corrective 
action proposed is also men- 
tioned. 

1. The-county does not 
maintaih a complete fixed asset 
group of accounts. We 
recommend that proper ac- 
counting controls be established 
and maintained over all fixed 
assets of the county. 

2. Amounts received by the 
offices of the county clerk, 
treasurer and recorder through 
budgetary expenditures which 
were in excess of actual ex- 
penditures and later returned to 
the County Revenue Fund were 
not credited to the applicable 
budgetary expenses accounts as 
of the county year-end. We 
recommend that this be done at 
the end of each year. 

3. The final distribution of the 
1975 tax levy was made in 
March 1977. The final 1974 tax 
levy distribution was .not made 
until July 1976. 

A. The tax monies collected 
by banks were of significant 
amounts. The average daily 
éash balances held in the nine 
banks were as follows in 
August and September 1976: 

August ss ves $ 3,719,000. 
September 10,416.000. 
If these monies were tran- 
sferred to the county more 
rapidly, it would result in 
either faster tax distribution 
or considerably increased 
income for investment of such 
monies. 

B. The average investments 
from tax collection funds 
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from Aug. 31, 1976 to March 
31, 1977, were approximately 
$5,800,000.00. It would: be 
desirable to distribute such 
amounts more rapidly. 

4. The tax liabilities of the 
Protest Tax Fund were again 
not routinely balanced. 

We suggest that these 
liabilities be balanced monthly 
by the use of formal receipts 
and disbursements journals and 
general ledgers. 

5. The Delinquent Tax 
Department records should be 
improved by the following 
measures: 

'A,; Transfer old partial 
payinents of deliquent personal 
property to the regular tax 
collection account. 

B. Regularly add and balance 
the liabilities for all payments 
(including partial payments) to 
the general ledger liability 
account. 

6. There is no accounting 
control over unpaid taxes. We 
again recommend that data 
processing equipment be 
utilized to establish and 
maintain such control over all 
delinquent taxes. 

7, The collector’s accounts 
include taxes protested and 
otherwise withheld from 
distribution, which have in- 
creased substantially in amount 
in the past few years. 

We recommend that legal 
attention be given to the various 
types of such taxes held, in- 
cluding court action if 
necessary, to reduce the ac- 
counts held. 

‘Only $260,716 of the regular 


tax protests prior to the 1974 
levy were disbursed by court 
order between March 31, 1976, 
and March 31, 1977. 

The tax protests held in this 
fund date back to the 1956 levy 
and include over $870,000 
from levies prior to 1974. The 
legal attention we recom- 
mend includes immediate 
action on the large and in- 
creasing number of these tax 
protests. 

8. The office of the circuit 
clerk is the subject of the 
following | recommendations, 
which are made with the ob- 
jective to improving internal 
accounting control. 

‘A. Currently, control is not 
maintained over closed case 
files. In order to provide proper 
internal control, we recommend 
that only one person have ac- 
cess to the closed case files. 

B. Prenumbered receipts 
are being used only for bail 
bonds received directly from 
the defendant. We recom- 
mend that prenumbered 
receipts be made out for all’ 
cash receipts in all offices: 

‘These suggestions should not 
be considered all-inclusive, 
since the scope of our 
engagement did not include a 
detailed analysis of ‘all the 
systems and procedures em- 
ployed by the county. 

We do, however, believe that 
they merit consideration and 
they are presented with the 
intent of assisting the County 
Board and county officials in 
efficiently and effectively 
administering the affairs of the 


county.
